SOME NOTED STATESMEN OF THE? 


PAST AND PRESENT. 


In the Capitol— The Cliotky Propo- 


sition of a Texas Gambler — Clay at a 
Card Flayer— Minister Schcnck'8 Unjust 
Title— The Games ol Today.

WASnixoTpN, July 16.— This city is one of 


the great card playing centers o£ the United 
States. Nearly every statesman can play 
well at whist and polder, and 'Boine very high 
stakes aro bet every session. The justices ol 
the supremo court play whist, in,' the most 
scientific way, and the same is true of Sen- 
ators Sherman and Edmunds. Justice Brod- 
"ley is accounted one of the .best whist players 
of the United States, and Sillier and Gray 
understand all tho ins and outs of the game. 
Senator Thurman is a good; whist player, 
and In. the supremo court circle rarely a week 
passes without some important game. Stan- 
ley Mattliows is a quiet player, and there are 
card lovers hero in Washington who would 
rather play than eat 


Some ol these card playing statesmen will 


play for nothing but email stakes, and. the 
stakes at tbo poker game at ex-Minister 
Schenck's house aro ;limited to a five cent 
ante. There ure few public gambling houses 
hero now, and such gambling as goes on Is at 
tho clubs or in private rooms. 
During, tho 


deadlock at tho Capitol last winter there 
wore a number of games played in tho com- 
mittee rooms, and tho antics of some of our 
statesmen who pose as saints at home would 
surprise the Methodist element of their con- 
stituents. 


Speaking oi' gambling in theJJapitol, when 


Wintersmith was eleotcd sprgeant-at-arms ho 
received a letter from a noted 'gambler, in 
Toxnu urging him to enter Into a partnership 
with tho gambler and to run a game in the' 
Capitol. 
, 
. 
, : 
. . 


"You can run the men in," said tho gam- 


bler, "and I will see that we get our sharo of 
their piles. As doorkeeper you will know 
when thoy aro paid off, you are acquainted 
with thorn and we. will maka cords 'of 
money." 
It is needless to say 'that' Col. 


Wintersmith did not enter into tho combina- 
tion. 
. 
. 


I met last night one of the old retired 


statesmen of. tho Capitol, an inveterate cord 
player and a man who, though wealthy now, 
has in the past played some very bold games. 
He was in congress a number of terms be- 
tween 1800 and 1883, and he comos from one 
of tho western states. Ho has visited Wash- 
ington during nearly every session of con- 
gress for the post forty years, and ho can 
today play as good a hand at poior OB any 
man in Washington. Said he: • 


"I don't think there is as much gambling 


now as there was during and bef oro tbo war. 
Then everyone played, and wo had whist 
parties and card parties at which the gold. 
lay on tho table, and it was at Bodiscofe, tho 
foreign minister's, that games were played- 
night after night, with $1,000 in tho bank as 
a starter. One of tho leading gamblers ot 
tho past was Pondloton. Ho kept a place 
hero in tho ante-bellum stylo. Ho furnished 
dinners and suppers to his guests and he had 
tho best cooks in tho United States. .Hohada 
house bore, ono in New York and one in Balti- 
more, and it was tho regular thing .for con- 
gressmen to go to his gambling rooms. 
Ho • 


had all kinds of games— faro, roulette and 
poker— and it was hero that Humphrey Mar- 
shall, who had been appointed 
; minister to 


China, lost his outfit In ^thoso 'days it was 
not disreputable to gamble, and Henry 
Clay wus on inveterate card player. If you 
will road Carl Schurz's now book you will 
find how John Qulncy Adams noted down 
tho games which Henry Clay played while 
they were the 
treaty commissioners • at 


Ghent, and I suppose Adams intended to use 
tho information against Clay at some time 
in tho future. Clay liked poker, and ho used 
to often ploy at Hancock's, on tho avenue. 
It was at Hancock's that Jefferson Davis, 
John C, Calh.oun and Webster got their upol- 
linaris and wines while they were in tho 
senate, and it was a favorite resort of forty 
years ago. It is said that Clay lost $2,000 
hero in ono night, but ho won • as a rule in- 
stead oi' losing, aad ho was ono of the best 
seven up players In Kentucky." 


"How about the Kentucky congressmen of 


today?" 


"Kentucky men aro as a rule good card 


players. They like poker, seven up and 
euchre, and Senator Beck con handle the 
pasteboards as well as any man in our house 
of lords. Joo Blackburn is strong in euchre, 
and Carlisle plays a very fair hand at whist 
Prank Pierce was a good card player, and 
Georgo Washington himself played whist. 
President Cleveland can play almost any 
kind of a game, though ho has not done so 
sinco ho has been in the White Houso. His 
favorite game ig, I see by tho papers, a now 
tangled French play with a long name which 
I do not remember." 
: • 


"Do many ladies play poker in Washing- 


ton?" 


"Not many; but there are , some who 


handle tho cards as thoy bet on races. They 
nro not fond of largo stakes, however, and a 
penny ante suits them. I don't believe in 
women playing for money; they grow ex- 
cited too easily and get angry, and it costs 
more than it comes to. 


"There was nomo time ago a gambling don 


in a very respectable part of the "city. It 
was kept in one of the best houses, and tho 
man who ran it got in by representing him- 
self as a state department clerk. : He had 
good references, and tho family took him in 
as a boarder. He proved quiet and gentle- 
manly, but it was noted that ho had a great 
many visitors during tho late hours of tho 
night, and tbo owner of tbo bouse was finally 
told that his boarder was running a faro 
bank in his house. Ho investigated the mat- 
tor and found it to bo truo, and straightway 
avo tho man notice to leave. Ho took rooms 
In another part of tho city and played tho 
some game tboro, and for all I know he may 
bo running bis game yet" 


"I suppose tho best poker player in Wash- 


ington fs Minister Scheuck, is ho notf" 


"I do not think so," replied tho statesman. 


"Sehouck is not tho man that tho people of to- 
day think him to be. He is a man of great 
culture, of wide reading and extraordinary 
mental capacity. Ho has had a wonderful 
history, and there is nothing of the gambler 
about him. 
Ho plays cards for tbo fun of 


tho thing, and his nickname of 'Poker Bob' 
is a most unjust one. It was given him by 
one of his enemies, a newspaper man in Lon- 
don whom he hod slighted when ho was min- 
ister there. This man telegraphed : homo to 
tho United States that Minister Schenck bad 
written a boolc on 'Pokor as the Great Amer- 
ican Gome,' and had had it published in 
England. The story went the rounds of the 
press. The paragraphers dubbed our minis- 
ter at London 'Poker Bob.' The name caught 
and it sticks to Schenck to this day. 


"The truth of the matter was that Sehenek, 


in discussing tho beauties of American 
games, and especially poker, with a duchess 
at ono of the queen's receptions, interested 
her so that she asked him to write out a de- 
scription of poker and the rules for playing 
it - He did so, and she was so pleased with 
the game and its attending excitement that

One of the Robbers Weakens and Gives

Grand Jury 


CHICAGO, Aug 
15 — Frederick

Oberkompf nnd Thou J. Mack wore held 
by United States Commissioner Hoyne, 
tbo first naruod for examination and thp 
second for tho Federal grand jury. They 
aro charged with wholesale robbery of 
mail boxuti, involving tho thqft of thou- 
sands of letters and Incloburos ot drafts, 
chocks and post-offloe orders aggregat- 
ing an amount known to exceed one mill- 
ion dollars face value 
Von Oborkampf, the chief offender, who 


says he is a member of a noble German 
family, has been lodging for over a year 
at No l<iO North Market street with Her- 
man Knpol, and taking his meals with 
Mrs. 
Christian Dorhra, nt No 119 Erie 


street 
Ho came and wont at irregular 


hours, and said ho was employed as n 
tiaiiBlritor and writer by the Daily Stoats 
Zeitmiq 


Mrs Kugol observed him time and 


again come into tho house with hla pock- 
ets stuffed with letters, and once upon 
entering the room unexpected! v, saw him 
burning bundles of thorn. 


A short time ago, Von Oborkampf of- 


fered a check for flfty-sovon dollars t« 
Mrs Dorhrn in payment for his board, 
tho genuineness of which Mack certified 
to 
The chock was found to be genuine, 


but tho indorsement was a forgery 
Mrs 


Dorhm thereupon swore out n warrant for 
Von Oberkampf's arrest

Colonel Morrison was a Catholic, like 


his wife, and Father Powers of theChurcl 
of the Immaculate Conception frequentl; 
visited him in his lust illness, thlnkini 
that he might regain consciousness Thi 
remains will be interred in Calvary Ceme 
tery, but the date of the funeral and th 
naming of pall-beareis has not yet been

In the death of Colonel Morrison there

LIFE AT THE CAMP. 


The first camp-meeting under the aus- 


pices ot the Illinois State Holiness Asso- 
ciation ever held in Decatur, is in progress 
at Oakland Park, the opening exercises 
occurring Tuesday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
under the direction of Kev. M. L. Haney. 


The Holiness people formed an organ-

The other members of the 
association, which is incorporated under 
the state laws, are mostly farmers and 
none are ministers. 


Secretary Welsh stated to a reporter 


yesterday in substance : "The associa- 
tion does not exist for profit, and cone of 
the people who are connected with the 
meeting receive any pay, except such 
only as the association may see fit to pre- 
sent them. If there is any money short, 
free-will offerings are received. We get 
$5 a tent from tho campers, and in case 
of a deficit we go down into our pockets 
and pay the bills. The association was 
formed because we couldn't get the true 
doctrine 
of the 
Methodist 
church 


preached from the pulpit. Our doctrine 
and that of the Bible is that Christians 
are made perfect in love in this life, and 
that we do not have to wait until we die 
before we receive the great blessing of 
purity oi heart and sanctification. The 
trouble is, the preachers haven't got this 
experience and don't know what it is. 
They don't preach the doctrine, perhaps, 
because of fear of being called fanaticol. 
Our doctrine is based on these and other 
scriptural selections : 'Be ye holy for I 
am holy,' 'Be ye therefore perfect even as 
your Father which is in Heaven is per- 
fect,' 'The blood ot Jesus Christ oleanseth 
us from all sin."" Mr. Welsh is a quiet 
gentleman and a cripple, who navigates 
with a cane and a crutch. He is the 
owner of nearly 600 acres of land. The 
whole management of the meeting ap- 
pears to be in his hands.
